This letter presents the blological opinion of the Fish and Wildlife Service
concerning the potential effects of the suspension of the nightly beach
monitoring of sea turtle nesting activities, from Onslow Beach North Tower to
Browns Inlet, on the threatened loggerhead sea turtle (Carettq caretta) and
the threatened green sea turtle (Chelonlamydas). It responds to your
request for consultation dated August 5, ig85. This opinion is based upon
review of Colonel T. A. Tiebout’s September 13, 1985, l’etter which assessed the
increased training use of Onslow Beach and the addltional impacts on sea
turtles, and other relevant information. It does not address requirements of
environmental laws other than the Endangered Species Act.

Project DescripEion

The G-5 and G-SA ranges fan over the northern end of Onslow Beach. They were
designed as a tank range complex a11owing firing, of. all weapons up to the tank
main gun. Due to improvements in tank gunnery systems and llmited range and
maneuver space, this Complex was used only perlodically. However between 1982
and 1984 the range complex was refurbished and pres.ently recelves,almost
constant use by the tank battalion, hibian assault vehlcle battalion, light
armored vehicle battallon, and other units. This increased use has resulted in
an increased possibility of unexploded ordnance being present on the northern
end of Onslow Beach. The Safety of persQnnel monitoring the turtlenesting
activities on this sectiQn of the beach cannot now be guaranteed at night.

Biololical Opinion

After careful review of a11 the information available for this action, it is
the biological opinion of the Service that the suspension of the nightly sea
turtle monitoring activities on the north end of Onslow Beach will not
jeopardize the continued eistence of the loggerhead sea turtle or the green
sea turt1.

In meeting the provisions for "incidental take" in Section 7(b)(4)of the

Endangered Species Act, we have reviewed the biological information and other
available information relati.ve to this action. Based upon. our review,
incidental take is not expectid as a result of this action and is not
authorized. ,---’tc([/)





If any modifications or changes in this action are made which were not a part
of this consultation, or if other formatlon reveals impacts of this action
which may affect listed’specles or crltlca] habitat in a manner not prevlously
considered, consultation must be relnitiated with this office.

Conservation Recommendations

For the past 11 years, Camp’Lejeune has conducted a.highly commendable sea
turtle nest monitoring nd conservation program. Nest success on Onslow Beach
has been relatively-high compared to other areas, as indicated by the base’s
summer sea turtle monitoring reports. This is a direct result of Camp
Lejeune’s efforts toward nest protection.

We are concerned that suspension of the nightly patrols and nest protection .on
the northern end of Onslow beach wl]l result in loss of a largepercentage of
nests to predation ahd tidal inundation. Nst loss in unprotected.habitat
often ranges from 80-100 percent. In order to reduce this potential for nest
loss, we have the following conservation recommendationS:

Nightly patrols should be continued on Onslow Beach from the New
River Inlet north to the.Onslow Beach North Tower.

Nightly monitoring should be resumed along the portion of.the beach
which is designated as.a secondary danger zone, since according to
the assessment" this area should not ordinarily contain unexploded
ordnance and could be safely monitored by observi.ng basic safety
procedures.

Monitoring of the remaining, portion ofthe beach (1400,1500 meters)
designated as an impact area should be conducted daily, as early in
the morning as safely possible. When it is necessary to relocate
nests in this area, relocation should take place within six hours of
egg-laying whenever possible; and eggs excavated during daytime
should be shaded from the heat of the sun.

We hope this opinion will be useful to you in fulfilling your obligations under
the Endangered Species Act. If you have any questions concerning this opinion,
contact John Fridell or Nora Murdock at (FTS) 672-0321.

This letter responds to your letter of July 22, 1985, received in this office
on August 8, 1985, regarding the suspension of nightly beach monitoring of sea
turtle nesting activities fromOnslow Beach North Tower to Browns Inlet.

As stated in your letter, when biological opinions were rendered addressing
potential impacts of military training on sea turtles, use of the northern end
of Onslow Beach.as an impact area was minimal and did not present a problem
with regard to listed species. If changes in weapons systems and increased
training use of Onslow Beach have resulted in the need for suspension of
monitoring sea turtle nestin on this stretch of beach,, then this represents
new information requiring einitiation of consultation.

In order to reinitiate consultation, it is necessary that you provide us with
the following: (1) a description of the increased training useof Onslow
Beach, (2) a review and analysis of the additionaleffects (not Considered in
previous consultations) this action may have on endangered and threatened
species, in terms of individuals and populations, including consideration of
cumulative effects on the species, and (3) an analysis of alternative actions
that may provide conservation measures or minimize or eliminate impacts.to the
species.

We look forward to receiving this information from you. If you have questions
regarding this or other ndangered species matters, please advise.

This responds to our letter of September 3, 1985, regarding .the
nightly monitoring of threatened sea turtle nesting activities
from Onslow Beach North Tower to Brown’s Inlet. -As requested,
my personnel have reviewed the increased training use of this
area of Onslow Beach and the additional effects on threatened
sea turtles.

An analysis of t’hese effects and alternative actions that may
provide conservation measures to minimize the effect on
threatened specled is provided as an enclosure. Nightly
patrols on the beach during the 1983 and 1984 nesting seasons
verified 14 and 18 nests, respectively, located from Onslow
Beach North Tower to Brown’s Inlet. Twenty-eight aerial surveys
conducted over the subject area from May-August during the 1985
nestinK season located 13 crawl sites with apparent nests. These
apparent nests, however, could not be .confirmed by "the ground
truthing method since entry to the area was restricted throughout
the 1985 nesting season due to safety considerations.
